While the rest of the country paused on Monday to remember 
and pay their respects to fallen servicemen and women across 
America, Columbia VFW Post 6907 gathered Sunday afternoon in 
an act of somber remembrance of the local military heroes who 
gave the ultimate sacrifice for the nation. 

A capacity crowd of veterans, active duty members, and the 
families of servicemen and women past and present packed the 
VFW building at the Fairgrounds for this year’s Memorial Day 
service. Joining the current and former members and their families 
were countless citizens attending to pay their respects, and the 
program wholeheartedly served as the vessel for those respects to 
be paid. 

“We stand in the midst of patriots and the family and friends of 
those who nobly served,” said guest speaker and Navy Cmdr. Jeff 
Giles. “We are here to speak of their sacrifice.” 

“Many who served didn’t ask to leave their homes to go and 
fight,” he continued. “They didn’t go to war because they loved 
fighting. They went because they loved their country. They went 
because they were called to something bigger than themselves, and 
they possessed the courage, pride, determination, selflessness and 
dedication to duty to answer the call.” 

Giles continued with a brief history of Memorial Day, starting 
from the ashes of the Civil War, and continuing through

Hospital Finances Improve, 
Board Addresses Allegations 

Former Employee Alleges Harsh Treatment And Cafeteria Corruption

An otherwise very positive 
monthly meeting of the Adair 
County Hospital District Board 
of Trustees on Tuesday night 
turned tense in its waning 
moments as a former employee 
alleged that she was disparaged 


by CEO Neal Gold following 
her termination and that 
cafeteria staff was giving away 
free food. 

“I have two sick kids,” said 
Karen Lawson, who worked in 
the Dietary Dept, before being 
part of the cuts Westlake made 
over the past few years, then 


came back last summer as a 
PRN, but was ultimately let go 
again. “I asked Mr. Gold how 
you fire someone with two sick 
kids who is a PRN anyway, and 
he told me they weren’t

Weekend Travelers Wreck 
At Parkway Interchange

A Tennessee man was seriously injured early Saturday 
morning in a two-vehicle collision at the interchange of the 
Louie B. Nunn Parkway and state Route 61 that left the area 
closed off for travelers for more than three hours. 

Fifty-year-old Terry Vaughn was traveling north on 
Burkesville Street in a 2004 Windsor Monoco recreational 
vehicle just after 3 a.m. when a Freightliner pulling a Great 
Dane trailer pulled off the parkway into Vaughn’s path. 

“The tractor-trailer driver had stopped on the eastbound 
entrance ramp to take a break,” investigating Columbia Police 
Ofc. Josh Brockman says. “When he took off again, he went to 
cross 61 to get back on the parkway and didn’t see the RV 
coming. He basically pulled right in front of [Vaughn].” 

The driver of the truck, Earl Partin, a long-haul trucker from 
Oklahoma, was uninjured in the crash, but Vaughn was pinned 
into his RV. Brockman, Ofc. Johnny Dial, and Adair Sheriff’s

We’re only a day away from one of the most 
sacred days of the year. This is a day that I used to 
look forward to months in advance, and I’m 
certain that younger readers continue to carry on 
that tradition. As a kid, even ahead of days like 
Christmas and Thanksgiving, one holiday stood 
out above all others. That’s right, the last day of 
school. 

I covered D.A.R.E. graduation this week, and 
while I very much enjoyed my time at the 
program, what I noticed more than anything else 
on my visit to Adair County Elementary School 
was the energy in the building. Kids that I saw 
moping around like hardened inmates in February 
were flat-out exuding happiness. Classes were 
outside playing games in the grass, and even the 
teachers seemed to have a little extra pep in their 
step. 

Naturally, these sights brought back plenty of 
memories for me, and I’m guessing many readers 
share similar recollections. The big thing we used 
to do, mostly in middle school, was the annual 
year-end trip to the Christian Life Center (now the 
Jim Blair Center). 

It was always either the very last day of school 
or the day before the last day of school, and our 
entire class—all 150 or so kids—piled into busses 
for the one field trip of the year that was only 
about fun. We’d play tennis ball baseball, go 
inside for some basketball every now and then, 
and basically just enjoy our free time with our 
classmates. 

One time, we even took a trip to Somerset to 
some sort of roller skating rink/arcade hybrid of 
which the name escapes me. This was actually 
less preferable to us than the Christian Life Center, 
because everyone knows tennis ball baseball beats 
roller skating a thousand times over, but we didn’t 
complain, because, as I said, the day was sacred 
and we weren’t in class. 

Our teachers, for all their valiant efforts to 
educate and mold young minds throughout the rest 
of the year, basically just made sure no one got 
hurt. Someone always got hurt. I recall several 
injuries of varying severity, notably a friend who 
had his Little League baseball season tragically cut 
short, and who’s now a local sportswriter for 
another publication. Hey, what’s summer break 
without a broken arm here and there. 

The days leading up to these trips though were 
almost as much fun as the excursions themselves. 
No group of people in the world can get hyped up 
faster, over less, than kids, and we always started 
the process about one week before school ended. 

It would begin with the “lasts” of the year. We 
didn’t mind taking a test, or a quiz, or writing a 
paper, if our teacher reminded us that it was our 
“last” of the year. Work we’d usually complain 
about or drudge through like a robot got done 
quickly and we’d smile the whole time. We’d plan 
and discuss our field trip day all week, going over 
every detail to maximize our fun once the time 
came. By the time the last day rolled around, we 
were basically a bunch of raging, fun-chasing 
lunatics. 

Those days were so much fun that I’ve quite 
enjoyed myself just writing about them. I know 
times have changed a little and students’ last day 
activities this year won’t be exactly the same as 
mine were, but I could tell Tuesday that the feeling 
of anticipation is exactly the same. I hope Adair 
County students enjoy their last few days this 
week, and I hope this column brings back some 
memories for at least a few readers.

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Ginseng 

Boosts Ecomony, 
Adair 1905 



Still a profitable business, but on a much smaller scale than in 
the last century, ginseng has been an important commodity in 
this area since the value of it was understood. At the turn of the 
last century, a much needed boost to the local economy came 
from the production of the root by several enterprising Adair 
Countians as can be seen from the pages of the Adair County 
News... 

In the near future there will be organized a strong company 
for the purpose of growing Ginseng in this county. Such an 
organization ought to be and will be highly profitable. [Adair 
County News, 8 February 1905] 

Mr. T.B. Lyon, of Cane Valley, who enlisted in the 
propagation of Ginseng four years ago, was in town Friday and 
in conversation with a News man stated: I am a firm believer in 
the future value of this great commercial product. I have, from a 
very small beginning, within four years, set a little over one- 
fourth of an acre and have 80,000 seed that will come up this 
spring. I have 160,000 seed of the 1904 crop stratified that will 
be ready to plant this fall and germinate next spring. Last year I 
sold $155.00 worth of dry roots, most of which were cultivated 
wild roots, and in that bunch I had one root that weighed near 2 
oz and sold on the Louisville market for $1.10. This was a five- 
year old cultivated root. I have, in a quiet way, watched the 
market and the interest in the growth of the plant and my 
opinion is that the production is not keeping pace with the 
consumption and if the price is affected within the next few 
years it will be in favor of the producer. There is a very [good] 
reason to expect the highest prices for first-class roots, for many 
years to come. The business seems in its infancy. [Adair County 
News, 22 March 1905] 

Mr. Sel Bennett, one of the pioneer ginseng men in this 
section, sold and delivered 6,000 stratified seed last week, 
which brought him between forty and fifty dollars, and still has 
a few more that will germinate this spring. He has about 1/4 of 
an acre well planted and the larger part seed bearing. More in 
regard to the value of this plant and its propagation will appear 
in the News later on. [Adair County News, 22 March 1905] 

C.S. Harris and Woodruff Flowers together bought 5,000 
ginseng seed last week from Mr. Sell Bennett. Mr. Flowers has 
a nice bed, 2 years old, and is making it larger by degrees. 
[Adair County News, 22 March 1905]

Dr. O.S. Dunbar has decided to enter the Ginseng business 
and last week had planted over 3000 seeds that will germinate 
in the spring. This week he bought and planted 160 roots that 
will bear seed this season... [Adair County News, 5 April 1905] 

The Adair County Ginseng Company Organizes-The Adair 
County Ginseng Company was organized in Columbia on 
Monday with a capital stock of $8,000. The officers are as 
follows: Pres., C.S. Harris; Vice Pres., J.N. Naylor; Sec., Coy E. 
Dudgeon; Treas., T.B. Lyon; General Manager of the garden, 
Sel Bennett. The Company readily placed its stock except 
$1,500 which is held as a treasury or emergency fund. The 
Company has an option on 100 acres of land and will take this 
up within a few days, but has sold all except 10 acres of which 
will be used in the growth of the plant. This Company will 
demonstrate the worth of ginseng farming in this section, and 
unless some great disaster to the plant or price will realize 
handsomely on the investment. [Adair County News, 26 April 
1905] 

Mr. R.L. Purdy and Mr. John Rineheart, of Lebanon, were in 
Columbia Monday for the purpose of being present at the 
organization of a Ginseng Company. [Adair County News, 26 
April 1905] 

Cultivated Ginseng-An Interesting Article on the Cause of 
the Decline in Prices, by T.B. Lyon-Due to Over-Zealous 
Growers-The outlook for ginseng-growing does not appear to 
be so bright as it was a short time ago. Here is reported as about 
the way the New York commission men are expressing 
themselves on the subject: “There is absolutely no sale for 
cultivated ginseng. Do not send us any more.” 

This is a comment on the situation: “The Chinese refuse to 
buy cultivated ginseng and there is no use for it outside of the 
Chinese trade. This is the end of the great boom in ginseng. It 
comes earlier than was mostly expected. Doubtless there are 
some who are still investing their hard earned money to get a 
start in its growing.” 

The above report that there is no longer any market for 
cultivated ginseng is causing some uneasiness among growers, 
and some are asking why this is the case. No doubt there has 
been some decline in the price of cultivated roots within the last 
year and we believe we have learned the cause. 

Ginseng growers in certain localities by using too much 
strong manures and fertilizers have caused disease among the 
plants, and finding they were diseased, and rotting, they have 
dug and put them on the market. Others by drying the roots too 
rapidly, have partially cooked them, thereby destroying the 
natural flavor, and giving them an offensive “oder” and taste. 
These mistakes have caused prejudice against cultivated 
ginseng that will probably take several years to overcome, but 
even now, we believe good, sound, well dried, cultivated roots 
will find a ready market at good prices... [Adair County News, 
24 May 1905] 

Messrs T.B. Lyon and Sel Bennett, who have been preparing 
the ground and planting seed for The Adair County Ginseng 
Company, have just about finished the first acre. The ground, 
and in fact the entire work, has been thoroughly and 
systematically done. It is their desire that a meeting of the 
stockholders in this company meet next Friday afternoon at 2 
o’clock at the farm and inspect the work and become more 
familiar with the growth and propagation of the plant. Further, 
an excess of stratified seed is now available and it is their 
judgment that these seed should be planted to better interest of 
the company. In accordance with the wishes of the gentlemen 
superintending the work and believing it to be the best interest 
of the company, I trust that a full attendance of the members can 
be had as above set forth. C.S. Harris, Pres. [Adair County 
News, 13 September 1905] 

A meeting of the stock holders of the Adair County Ginseng 
Company has been called for today (Wednesday) at its office in 
this town. Business to be transacted is of the utmost importance 
and a full attendance is desired. [Adair County News, 18 
October 1905]

Congress’establishment of it as 
a national holiday with its 
current name in 1967. 

Regardless of the date 
celebrated or the name given, 
the day has always signified the 
remembrance of those who gave 
their lives for America. 

“They wanted to protect the 
nation that had given them so 
much,” Giles continued. “Even 
as we lose more troops, more 
Americans step forward ready to 


serve for the same reason.” 

Of course, those honored on 
Memorial Day did more than 
serve. 

“We often hear that freedom 
has a price, and that every 
generation pays its due,” Giles 
said.

the flag, and VFW Post 
Commander Joe Hare led a 
ceremony in which wreaths 
were placed at the foot of the 
monument to commemorate 
those it was constructed to 
honor. 

A 21-gun salute was 
performed under the direction of 
Marine Kris Knight to honor the 
fallen soldiers, and a silent 
salute from the veterans in 
attendance paid their respects 
once more.

running a welfare station.” 

Gold responded to Lawson’s 
allegations. 

“I did say what she said 
about us not being a welfare 
station,” the CEO admitted. “I 
apologized to her before, and 
I’ll do it again publicly. It was a 
very poor choice of words and 
very rude. What I was trying to 
get across to Karen was that 
while I can be concerned about 
her personal situation, the 
hospital simply cannot just hire 
people who need a job.” 

Chairman Richard Grant 
addressed the issue as well, 
telling Ms. Lawson that the 
Board does nothandle 
personnel matters, and directing 
her to the proper channels to 
address her concerns. 

Ms. Lawson continued, 
telling the Board that they 
needed to check their invoices 
for Gordon’s Food Services and 
US Foods. The Board thanked 
her for bringing the issue to 
their attention, saying they 
would investigate further. In an 
interview after the meeting, Ms. 
Lawson elaborated on her 
claim. 

“My whole family has come 
up here before, gone through 
the cafeteria and been told that 
it was okay—that we didn’t 
have to pay,” she began. “When 
the cafeteria was closed, they 
were still ordering cases of 
food for people from Russell 
County. People would drive 
right up to the back door and 
pick it up and never pay a 
dime.” 

Lawson maintains that she 
informed Gold about the 
incidents and that he told her he 
stood behind Director of 
Dietary Crystal Burton. 

“He told me he stood behind 
her and would support her and 
the hospital,” she said. “The 
entire staff knows what’s going 
on but won’t step up.” 

In other news at Tuesday’s 
meeting, the Board: 

Heard a report from CFO 
David Hayes, who informed the 


Board that the month of April 
had shown growth and trends 
of improvement for Westlake’s 
finances. 

“I’m glad to announce that 
we had a rather positive 
month,” Hayes said. “April led 
to a decrease in our year to date 
losses.” 

According to the data 
presented by Hayes each 
month, the occupancy numbers 
for Westlake were higher in 
April than they had been in all 
but one month in the previous 
year. This increase in 
occupancy raised the net patient 
revenue for April to 
$1,528,000, a nearly $500,000 
increase from March. Coupled 
with an operating cost 
reduction of $1.4 million from 
the previous year, Westlake 
continues to slowly dig itself 
from a massive financial hole. 

“We’re making some great 
strides in our financial 
operations,” Hayes said. 

Hayes then provided the 
Board with a tax collection 
update. Currently, Westlake has 
collected more than 97-percent 
of gross property taxes, 
comparing that to his time at 
Taylor County Hospital, where 
the figure was between 80 and 
85-percent. 

A discussion followed about 
bad debt write-offs, with the 
Board posing questions to 
Hayes about how old many of 
the accounts are, and how those 
write-offs contribute to changes 
in the current cash flow of the 
hospital. After the discussion, 
the Board unanimously 
approved further bad debt 
write-offs. 

In all, the current cash in 
banks for Westlake stands at 
just over $2.1 million, a 
$1,520,628 increase from April 
of last year. 

“It’s really encouraging to 
see reports like that,” CEO 
Neal Gold said in his 
administrative report that 
followed. “We’re able to cash 
flow payroll, and the next 


payroll is all in the bank. It’s 
nice to not be sweating the next 
payroll—at least for a week or 
two.” 

Gold continued, explaining 
that while Westlake has seen an 
overall decrease of roughly 20- 
percent in business that much 
of the decrease is due to the 
loss of two doctors and several 
nurse practitioners. 

“Despite all of that, we’re 
still seeing a profit on the year. 
Even taking [the business 
decrease] into account, we’re 
still doing at least a million 
dollars better [than last year]. 
That means we’re making 
progress.” 

The CEO closed with an 
update on Westlake’s Chapter 9 
Reorganization. Gold said that 
the judge is pushing Medicare 
and Medicaid to come together 
and reduce the recoupment 
owed by Westlake. According 
to Gold, the Medicaid 
representatives at the state level 
have been very 

accommodating,while federal 
representatives have maintained 
that someone, whether it be 
Westlake, the state, or someone 
else, will have to recoup them. 

Another meeting is 
scheduled for June 3 in which 
Westlake will speak again with 
Medicaid representatives to 
figure out additional strategies 
to reduce the recoupment in 
order to go into the next court 
date with a plan. 

“We’re working to find a 
way to reduce the money that 
we owe them,” Gold said. “We 
want to get to a point where we 
have a number that satisfies the 
state and the feds in order to 
come up with a plan for 
restructuring or selling the 
hospital.” 

As it stands, such an 
unpredictable recoupment 
amount leaves Westlake unable 
to move forward with plans to 
restructure or sell, because the 
amount of debt that could be 
inherited by buying parties is 
completely unknown. 
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I want to thank the voters of Adair County for 
their support and vote of confidence in the 
Sheriff's 2014 primary. It won't be long before 
the campaigning for the 2014 general election 
is in full swing. I have enjoyed getting out and 
seeing as many people as I could and am looking 
forward to seeing many more. Thanks for the 
words of encouragement, the prayers, and 
the fellowship I experienced along the way.

Deputies Aaron Rainwater 
and Brandon Hitch were 
unable to extract Vaughn 
from the vehicle. The 
Columbia-Adair Fire Dept, 
responded and worked to 
remove Vaughn from the 
RV while Adair EMS began 
treatment with the man still 
trapped. 

“We couldn’t get him 
out,” Brockman says. “The 
Fire Dept. did an 
outstanding job of getting 
him cut out because it was a 
unique situation with it 
being an RV. It’s a lot less 
common than entrapment 
with a car or pickup truck.” 

Vaughn was subsequently 
airlifted to University of 
Louisville Hospital where¬ 
as of Monday—he was 
listed in stable condition. 

“It was basically driver 
inattention that caused the 
wreck,” Brockman says, 
identifying both 

drivers’unfamiliarity with 
the roads as well as the 
dimly lit area as other 
contributing factors. “I 
think it would’ve helped if 


the intersection was lit 
though.” 

The Columbia Police 
Dept, led the investigation 
of the accident, and was 
assisted on the scene by the 
Adair Sheriff’s Dept., Adair 
EMS, Columbia-Adair Fire 
Dept., Adair Search and 
Rescue, Kentucky State 
Police, and Constable Jason 
Rector.

To control face flies, it’s helpful to understand their biology. Face 
fly maggots develop in freshly deposited cattle manure. Female 
face flies are most readily attracted to grass-type manure and lay 
their eggs within 15 minutes after it is deposited. The four stage life 
cycle takes about 15 to 25 days. 

Fly control minerals, feed additives or an insecticide bolus 
targets can be effective in control face flies. But remember that the 
insecticides target the face fly maggots breeding in fresh manure. 
Therefore all animals must eat a minimal dose of a feed additive 
regularly. If nearby herds are not being fed fly control products, 
additional measures will need to be taken. 

The most effective means of face fly controls are self-applicators 
that allow cattle to treat their head multiple times a day. Back 
rubbers can be placed in loafing, loaded with a mixture of mineral 
oil and insecticide. Diesel fuel should not be used for diluting as is 
evaporates quickly and is hard on cattle’s skin. Dust bags can also 
be used above mineral feeders or waters. Be sure to refill the bags 
often and keep bags dry to prevent clumping. More sophisticated 
devices that include a trigger that releases a small amount of spray 
to the animals head are also available. 

Lastly, some producers may prefer fly tags. Fly tags containing 
pyrethoids can provide several weeks of face fly control. While fly 
tags are effective, they do require handling of cattle and ear space. 
For cattlemen who already have identification tags in each ear, a 
new tag fly strip is on the market now that slips over an existing 
tag. Made out of regular fly tag material and coated with an 
insecticide, the strips can be used on two-piece or one-piece tags. 

Whichever fly control method you employ on your farm, be sure 
to read and follow label directions carefully. Check for meat 
withdrawal restrictions and user precautions that should be 
followed. For more information on fly control, contact the Adair 
County Cooperative Extension Service at 270-384-2317.

Industrial Hemp Seeds 
Arrive In Frankfort, Ready 
For Pilot Research Programs 

The industrial hemp seeds ticketed for pilot research pro¬ 
grams in Kentucky finally made it to the state Department of 
Agriculture headquarters in Frankfort last Friday after being 
held in Louisville for weeks by U.S. Customs and Border 
Protection officials at the direction of the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration. 

“This is an historic day for Kentucky,” Agriculture 
Commissioner James Comer said. “I’m thrilled that this ordeal 
is over and now we can go forward with the pilot programs.” 

The DEA announced last Thursday afternoon that it would 
release the shipment of 250 pounds of hemp seeds to the KDA. 
The department had applied for an import permit for the seeds 
Wednesday. That same day, Senate Republican Leader Mitch 
McConnell met with DEA Administrator Michele Leonhart to 
urge the agency to release the shipment to the KDA. 

The federal government seized the seeds after they arrived 
in Louisville the previous week. Unable to reach an agreement 
for the release of the seeds, the department filed suit in federal 
court in Louisville on May 14. 

The department is overseeing various pilot research pro¬ 
grams in partnership with Kentucky universities and individual 
farmers working under written 
agreements with the KDA. 

The programs are being car¬ 
ried out in accordance with 
the federal farm bill and 
Senate Bill 50, the 2013 leg¬ 
islation that legalizes indus¬ 
trial hemp production in 
Kentucky and authorizes the 
department to regulate the 
pilot programs. 

Commissioner Comer said 
he expects the seeds to be in 
the ground in a few days. He 
has said the seeds needed to 
be planted by June 1 to make 
a viable crop this year. 

“I am deeply grateful to our 
bipartisan team of elected 
officials and our army of sup¬ 
porters for standing with us 
throughout this process,” 

Commissioner Comer said. 

“These pilot programs will 
provide valuable data on 
hemp production, varieties, 
processing, and marketing. It 
was crucial to do the pilot pro¬ 
grams this year so Kentucky 
can be at the front of the line 
when industrial hemp produc¬ 
tion becomes legal in the 
United States.”

For those of you who follow this 
section of the paper, you’re aware 
that the Adair County Indians and 
Lady Indians baseball and softball 
teams qualified for this year’s 
regional tournaments. While the girls 
lost a very strange, weather-delayed 
game on Monday night, and the boys 
are, as of the writing of this column, 

still hoping the weather will allow them to continue their 
tournament play, a significant mark has already been reached. 

The boys won their first District title in 25 years last week, 
defeating six-time defending champion Campbellsville on their 
home field to do so. I’m 24 years old. It had literally never 
been done in my lifetime. Nearly as rare, the boys and girls 
both qualified for region in the same year for the first time 
since 1999. There are members of both teams who weren’t 
alive when that happened. 

That deserves some added recognition. I covered these 
teams, and while I’m certain that squads in the past have been 
more talented, more experienced, deeper, or a host of other 
superlatives, andwhile several teams have accrued better 
records, both teams were never this successful in the same 
season. 

Coach Mantooth told me in an interview before the season 
that he wasn’t caught up in wins or losses, and wouldn’t worry 
about the everyday result as much as he would focus on 
building a team that was ready to play its best baseball at the 
end of the season. 

Coach Martin voiced similar comments, explaining that his 
team had to replace five seniors from last season, and that he 
expected this new unit to grow and mesh as the year went on. I 
think the records for both teams (Girls: 15-13, Boys: currently 
19-15) show that neither season hinged on a given outcome and 
that neither squad padded the win column by playing inferior 
competition the way some programs choose to do. 

I say all of this because it needs to be said. Unlike football or 
basketball, baseball and softball don’t draw stadiums and gyms 
full of people. Aside from catching the pictures and stories in 
the paper each week, a majority of citizens here haven’t kept up 
with either team. With the everyday nature of the games, and 
the fact that they often play in opposite places on the same 
night, that is understandable. 

Those who did watch these teams grow, however, are the 
families and friends of the players. Our home turnout was 
always impressive, and we were never underrepresented on the 
road, even to the point of winning the crowd argument against 
Taylor County during the boys’ blowout win in the opening 
round. 

At their roots, Adair County sports have always been reliant 
on parental involvement and support. We are simply not a 
community large enough to have a full base of people that 
carry over from year to year with no allegiance or ties to any of 
the current players. Starting in Little League, Adair County 
sports would be nowhere without parent volunteers. 

And while basketball and football still rely on that support, 
baseball and softball find themselves almost completely 
supported by crews of parents—without large crowds of 
outside fans. On the field at Campbellsville High School last 
week after the boys captured the championship, that support 
shone as brightly as ever. 

For those who weren’t there, the dugout area and essentially 
one third of the infield was overrun with parents, siblings, 
grandparents, aunts, uncles, and, perhaps most notably, former 
players. Former players and their parents hugged current 
players and their parents, and a win earned on the field by a 
couple dozen young men was shared with a group of at least 50 
who had helped earn it off the field. 

This highlights another point, and one of which I think many 
Adair Countians hold in high regard. High school sports are 
representative of their community. While the goal may be to 
win, the reason winning is important is because the team is 
comprised of kids that have grown up playing together. I 
realize that regional appearances aren’t the goal of the large 
programs in the state, but I also realize that those kids transfer 
from other schools into those powerhouse programs for the sole 
purpose of excelling in that sport. 

Unless I missed it, these squads had none of that. Snapping 
celebration pictures, I overheard conversations about Little 
League days among parents, “when you were just a 
sophomore” from former players, and even recalling the last 
time we had won the district from coaches, parents and former 
players alike. 

So sure, other places may rack up regional titles, or have 
multiple state championship runs, and that shouldn’t be taken 
away from or understated. That said, there’s a special sense of 
accomplishment in a group of players and their families 
growing up together both on the field and off, and no matter the 
level of success, knowing that it ultimately came from staying 
true to your roots. Here’s to both teams and their legion of 
dedicated support. Thanks for letting me be a part of the family, 
and congratulations on making history—at least in my lifetime. 


After annihilating the heav¬ 
ily-favored Cardinals of Taylor 
County last Tuesday to advance 
to the championship, the Indians 
returned to Campbellsville High 
School last Wednesday night to 
battle the hosting Eagles for the 
20th District title. 

A balanced team effort on the 
mound, in the field and at the 
plate, as well as clutch play in 
all three facets, was enough for 
the Tribe to end 
Campbellsville’s six-year reign 
as District champions and bring 
Adair County its first District 
baseball title since 1989.

In the second, the Tribe took 
control.

Junior Dusty Todd, fresh off of 
two stratosphere-scraping 
bombs in the opening round, 
blitzed a ball to deep center for 
a double, leaving runners on 
second and third for senior 
Trenton Watson. 

After a passed ball allowed 
Ratliff to score from third, 
Watson delivered as he has, 
when healthy, all season, turn¬ 
ing on an inside fastball and

In the opening round of the 
Girls Fifth Region Softball 
Tournament, the Lady Indians 
ventured to Hart County to face 
19th District Champion 
Bardstown Bethlehem. After a 
strong start and a nearly two- 
hour lightning delay, Adair fell 
behind big and was unable to 
draw even in the final frame, 
losing 11-7.

Adair tallied an out 
as Absher charged a blooper to 
second for the catch, but 
Bethlehem then blasted a three- 
run homerun to tie the contest at 
three apiece. 

Adair went one-two-three in 
the second, and then the 
Bethlehem lineup continued 
their display of plate discipline 
and protecting, forcing Bertram 
into an inning of more than 50 
pitches. Bethlehem drew two 
walks to lead off the inning 
before Bertram struck out a bat¬ 
ter and forced a pop up to the 
mound. 

With two outs, however, 


Adair couldn’t escape the 
inning. Another walk loaded the 
bags, then a single and a double 
gave the Banshees five more 
runs for an 8-3 lead after just 
two. In the third, a single and 
another homer, this time a two- 
runshot, pushed the margin to 
seven runs, 10-3. 

The Lady Indians retired in 
order in the fourth, then failed to 
capitalize on two out walks from 
Coomer and Sydney Bright and 
MaKayla Matthews reaching on 
an error. 

After leaving the bases 
jammed, Matthews, who had 
relieved Bertram in the previous 
inning, gave up two singles and 
a passed ball to allow another 
run to score for Bethlehem, 
making the lead 11-3. Sydney 
Bright drew a bases loaded walk 


in the fifth to score a run, but the 
Lady Indians were unable to do 
further damage in the frame. 

Adair went down in order 
again in the sixth, but battled 
hard in the seventh. Hannah 
Absher reached on her third 
walk of the contest, Janes 
reached on an error and Absher 
then scored on a bad throw.

eBay Users Urged to Change Passwords - 5/21/2014 

eBay is encouraging its customers to change their passwords! The 
popular online auction site acknowledges it suffered a data breach 
in late February or early March, putting users’ passwords and other 
information at possible risk. 

In a post on its website, eBay says it has no knowledge of user’s 
financial information having been stolen or misused, despite the 
theft of names, addresses, phone numbers and birth dates. Unlike 
basic user information, financial information is encrypted. 

The company says it discovered the breach two weeks age. While 
eBay has an estimated 145 million users, it did not disclose how 
many were affected by the breach. eBay says there is no evidence 
that its subsidiary online payment system, PayPal, had been hacked. 

This is only the latest in a series of high-profile attacks that hit 
retailers such as Target, Niemen Marcus, AOL and others. 

Better Business Bureau recommends eBay customers not only 
change their eBay passwords, but ensure they don’t use the same 
password for other sites as well. 

Additional tips on ID theft protection, from your BBB: 

• Password protect your accounts! A strong password 
should be more than eight characters in length, contain 
capital letters, and at least one numeric or other non- 
alphabetical character. 

• Use firewall software to protect your computer 
information. Keep virus and spyware software programs 
updated. 

• Review bank and credit card statements regularly! 

• Know your billing cycles and contact creditors when bills 
do not show up.

“It’s always fun, and I’ve had 
a blast this year,” School 
Resource Ofc. and D.A.R.E. 
sponsor Kevin Atwood told the 
students before passing out 
diplomas. “The stuff we talk 
about, it is addictive, and it will 
hurt you, and it will change your 
life. I know what can happen 
because I’ve seen it firsthand.” 

Columbia Police Chief Jason 
Cross and Columbia Mayor 
Mark Harris, both former 
D.A.R.E. sponsors themselves, 
joined Atwood during the 


resistance education) is a 30- 
year-old international program, 
federally funded in the United 
States. It’s drawn criticism over 
the years for being ineffective, 
including a 1999 study at the 
University of Kentucky that 
concluded that D.A.R.E. 
graduates are no less likely to 
use drugs than their non- 
D.A.R.E.-educated counterparts. 

“This report adds to the 
accumulating literature on 
DARE’s lack of efficacy in 
preventing or reducing 


substance use,” the study reads. 

Despite the empirical 
evidence, Atwood, Cross, and 
Harris each praised the 
program’s utility. 

“We feel it’s been successful,” 
Cross said, and added that he’s 
had adults mention to him that 
they still use the information 
they learned in D.A.R.E. 
“Those are the things that make 
us feel good about this.” 

The students seemed to agree. 

“I learned a lot,” Jaylee 
Kemp, the daughter of Josh and 
Jennifer Kemp, said after the 
ceremony. “There are 200 
known poisons in tobacco, and 
when you’re addicted to drugs 
you can’t always do the things 
you used to.” 

Kemp’s classmate, Randall 
Camfield, shared the same 
sentiment. 

“I learned how drugs can 
effect you,” Camfield—the son 
of Jason and Dorothy 
Camfield— said. “They can 
make you do stuff you’re not 
supposed to do.” 

Atwood wished to thank the 
parents, teachers, and school 
administrators for their support 
of the program, and also thanked 
Anderson’s Pizza for its 
donation to the pizza party.
